THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and 
take  any  action  thereon. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  either  by  auction  or  private  sale  any  or  all  pieces  of  real 
estate  now  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  the  trailer  fire 
pump  belonging  to  the  U.  S.  A.  but  now  located  at  the  fire 
station  in  Keene,  N.  H.,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $500.00. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  for  a  period  of  not  over  2  years,  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $500.00  to  pay  for  the  equipment  of  a  permanent 
nature  described  in  Article  6. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  truck  chassis 
and  to  install  thereon  the  fire  pump  and  body  now  owned  by 
this  town,  all  at  a  cost  of  not  over  $1,750.00. 


9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  for  a  period  of  not  over  3  years,  in  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1,750.00  to  pay  for  the  equipment  of  a  permanent 
nature  described  in  Article  8. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  Con- 
struction for  the  Surry  Road  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$424.50  as  the  town's  share.  The  state  will  contribute  $1,000.00. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  trust  fund 
the  sum  of  $150.00  from  Mrs.  Fannie  R.  Smith,  Surry,  N.  H., 
for  perpetual  care  of  the  cemetery  lot  of  Daniel  Smith  located 
in  the  Centennial  Cemetery. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  appropriate  money 
for  same.

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school 
board  and  truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officer  or  agent  of  the  district.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools : 

This  is  the  first  peace-time  school  year  since  1941.  There 
is  little  need  to  review  all  the  problems  the  schools  have  had 
to  cope  with  during  the  period  of  national  crisis.  Probably  the 
greatest  problem  has  been  in  the  field  of  personnel.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  war  era  there  were  hardly  more  than  enough 
teachers  to  fill  all  the  classrooms.  The  colleges  and  universities 
were  graduating  only  enough  new  teachers  to  take  care  of  a 
moderate  turnover.  The  enrollments  of  teacher-candidates  had 
been  falling  off  since  depression  days.  The  low  wage-scales 
then  in  existence  and  the  generally  unsatisfactory  living  and 
working  conditions,  as  compared  to  office  and  other  types  of 
work,  were  not  very  appealing  to  high  school  graduates. 

Immediately  following  this  country's  entry  into  the  war 
and  the  expansion  of  armament  production,  industry  launched  a 
campaign  for  new  workers,  offering  high  wages  and  ideal 
working  conditions.  Many  teachers  took  advantage  of  these 
offers.  The  armed  forces  also  made  attractive  overtures  with 
the  result  that  the  schools  lost  more  teachers.  These  three 
factors  account  in  a  large  measure  for  the  shortage  of  teachers 
today.  Present  indications  are  that  the  situation  will  continue 
to  get  worse  for  several  years,  particularly  in  the  elementary 
field. 

There  are  high  school  teachers  returning  from  the  war 
effort  and  there  shouldn't  be  too  great  a  shortage  of  these 
another  year,  except  in  certain  fields.  The  rural  situation  is 
really  acute.  There  are  no  people  preparing  for  rural  schools, 
and  haven't  been  for  a  number  of  years.  The  living  conditions 
are  unsatisfactory  in  the  rural  areas.  It  has  been  impossible  to 
find  any  kind  of  living  accommodations  for  the  teachers  in  some 
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communities.  Other  districts  have  been  forced  to  furnish  trans- 
portation to  a  larger  community  in  order  to  have  a  teacher. 

Today,  almost  every  teacher  is  looking  for  a  single  grade, 
or  at  most,  two  grades  in  a  larger  community.  Many  rural 
schools  have  been  closed  and  others  will  need  to  be  as  the 
number  of  available  teachers  diminishes. 

In  general,  a  school  benefits  from  having  a  teacher  remain 
year  after  year.  The  pupils  get  better  acquainted  with  her  and 
she  with  them.  She  learns  the  background  and  capabilities  of 
each  pupil  and  how  to  get  the  most  out  of  him.  This  year  there 
have  been  no  changes  in  the  teaching  staff.  The  work  is  going 
very  well  and  the  pupils  are  showing  good  results.

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

With  the  enrollment  increasing  each  year  as  it  is,  and  so 
many  children  in  one  building,  it  is  quite  necessary  that  plenty 
of  water  be  available  at  all  times.  The  most  economical  supply 
would  be  a  system  of  running  water  coming  into  the  building. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  necessary  to  have  fresh  water  carried 
to  the  building  several  times  each  day.  This  involves  washing 
and  sterilizing  containers,  and  a  great  deal  of  labor.  Water  is 
needed  for  washing  and  cleaning  as  well  as  drinking. 

The  usual  minor  repairs  and  cleaning  were  done  last  sum- 
mer. The  building  is  in  very  good  condition  and  with  care  and 
a  small  outlay  for  minor  replacements  should  continue  so  for 
some  time  to  come.  The  heating  system  may  need  attention 
within  the  next  few  years,  but  at  the  present  time  is  serviceable.

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The  percentage  of  attendance  last  year  was  low  compared 
to  the  record  for  the  year  before,  and  to  the  other  districts  in 
the  Union.  This  may  be  due  to  one  or  two  families  who  take  no 
interest  in  getting  their  children  to  school.  Poor  attendance 
hampers  the  progress  of  the  school.  Children  who  are  regular 
in  attendance  must  mark  time  while  the  others  are  retaught  the 
lessons  missed. 

Punctuality  and  regularity  are  two  character  traits  which 
should  be  stressed  above  others.  A  pupil  should  learn  these  in 
his  school  life  for  the  adult  world  insists  upon  them. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  teachers, 
parents  and  pupils  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.
